He mortgaged his house to raise the money, and took on the new 
job... But the promoter of the business was inexperienced, and in ten months 
tt failed, with the result that this man lost his money and ruined his health 
by worry.

If the former is our approach 
to our work we will, of course, be dissatisfied with it and with ourselves, and 
ultimate failure must result. If, on the other hand, the work itself means 
something to us, and we take a keen interest in it, study it and its ibili- 
ties, constantly strive for its improvement; then satisfaction wilt result.
